GENEVA—Completely authenticated details of the massacre of 
more than 1,900 Jews who lived in Chelm and Hrubiaszow in the 
Lublin province of Nazi-occupied Poland, near the Soviet border, 
were received here this week. The slaughter occurred during a 
four-day enforced march of several thousand Jews to the Bug 
river, which divides German and Soviet Poland at that point. 


The D. N. B., official German news agency, issued only this re- 
port on the massacre: “An attempt of the Jews to revolt in the 
Chelm and Hrubiaszow districts was ruthlessly suppressed.” 


The actual events were as follows: 


On Thursday evening, Nov. 30, the Nazi authorities in Chelm 
ordered all Jews between the ages of 15 and 60 to appear at 8:30 
o’clock next morning in the market square Place Luczkowski. No 
reason for the order was given. To insure compliance, the Nazis 
took twenty prominent Jews as hostages. Many Jews, fearing the 
worst, fled on Thursday evening and Friday morning. But the ma- 
jority of the Jews appeared at the specified time. 


When about 2,000 Jews had assembled, they were surrounded 
by Nazi auxiliary police, elite guards and a small detachment of 
soldiers armed with machine-guns. A Gestapo officer addressed the 
Jews, informing them that the Jews of Chelm had been sentenced 
to be deprived of civil rights and expelled from the town. The Jews 
were then ordered to sing Jewish songs and were kept in the square 
until 12:30 p. m: Their wives, mothers and sisters, who in the 
meantime had collected in adjacent streets, were repeatedly dis- 
persed by the police and many were beaten. Their desperate cries 
for the return of their loved ones were ignored. 

Twenty Are Killed 

At 12:30 the Jews were ordered to line up in military forma- 
tion. They were surrounded by Nazi soldiers riding lorries and 
motorcycles and were marched off on the highway in the direction 
of Hrubiaszow. The women were forbidden to follow and those dis- 


obeying were driven back. 


A few kilometers from Chelm, near a military hospital situated 
in the woods, the party was halted and told that twenty would be 
executed. Twenty were then picked out and were marched off into 
the woods, from where shots were shortly heard, accompanied by 


screams. 


The rest of the party was then driven on again at a quick pace. 
Those falling from exhaustion were shot dead on the spot. The 
bodies of those thus executed were later found scattered along the 
road. Two Polish peasants hired by a Chelm Jewess to follow the 
party and determine the fate of her husband counted more than 
six hundred bodies between the wood where the first execution oc-

Problems In Palestine Citrus Field

PETACH TIKVAH, Palestine— 


Amid scenes of Arab-Jewish 
goodwill unprecedented in Pales- 
tine for many years, a convention 
of the Jewish Farmers Federa- 
tion met to discuss conditions in 
the citrus industry. Among the 
1,000 delegates attending the 
conference were 150 Arabs, many 
of prominent families. 
The meeting adopted resolutions 
calling on the Palestine Govern- 
ment to push a relief program 
for the citrus growers, including 
abolition of United Kingdom du- 
ties; extension of loans to help 
maintain groves; suspension of 
the land tax for groves; preven- 
tion of foreclosures and impris- 
onment for debt, and regulation 





of exports and shipping arrange- 
ments.. The conviction was ex- 
pressed that if such a program 
were embarked upon immediately 
the present season could still be 
retrieved. 

A delegation of seven Jews and 
seven Arabs, headed by S. Tol- 
kowsky general manager of the 
Jaffa Citrus Exchange in Tel 
Aviv, was appointed to interview 
the high commissioner. The pro- 
ceedings were bilingual and were 
filled with allusions to the impor- 
tance of cooperation and assur- 
ances of mutual esteem. The 
delegates were entertained by the 
veteran colonist Abraham Sha- 
piro at a typical Arab outdoor 
barbecue of many whole sheep.

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U. §. Attorney General 
Says F. B. I. To Check 
Complaints On Coughlin

WASHINGTON—Attorney Gen- 
eral Robert H. Jackson declared 
this week that the Grand Jury in- 
vestigation of the alleged seditious 
conspitacy by 17 Christian Front- 
ists in New York should produce 
“a clear identification of any per- 
sons or groups who have provided 
or financed or otherwise conspired 
with these defendants.” 

Such persons, the attorney gen- 
eral said, “should be held respons- 
ible for their conduct if they have 
violated or induced the violation of 
any Federal law.” 

The statement came after grow- 
ing demands that the Justice De- 
partment investigate Father 
Charles E. Coughlin’s connection 
with the Christian Front activities 
and while the radio priest himself, 
in one of his weekly broadcasts 
from Detroit, announced that “I do 
not disassociate myself” from the 
Front. 


The Attorney General’s_ state- 
ment follows: “I have todey in- 
structed United States Attorney 
Harold Kennedy at Brooklyn as 


to the scope of the grand jury in- 
vestigation. This investigation 
will include examination of the ac- 
tivities of any individual or group, 
wherever located, who may have 
aided, abetted, directed, financed 
or incited these particular defend- 
ants or any other’ subversive 
groups working for similar un- 
lawful ends. 
Should Be Responsible 


“Out of the investigation should 
come a clear identification of any 
persons or groups who have pro- 
vided or financed or otherwise con- 
spired with these defendants. They 
should be held responsible for their 
conduct if they have violated or 
induced the violation of any Fed- 
eral law. 

“In order to expedite the Brook- 
lyn proceedings I have instructed 
Assistant Attorney General O 
John Rogge, chief of the Criminal 
Division, and members of his staff 
who have been in charge of cases 
involving subversive groups else- 
where in the United States, to go 
to New York to cooperate with 
United States Attorney Kennedy 
and I have asked United States 
Attorney John T. Cahill of New 
York and William J. Campbell of 
Chicago to cooperate by furnishing 
all helpful evidence in their posses- 
sion.” 

The Justice Department had re- 
ceived a petition signed by a num- 
ber of New York educators and 
clergymen urging the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to investi- 
gate Coughlin’s affiliations with 
the Front. Signers of the petition 
included Dr. Guy Emery Shipler, 
Dr. John Haynes Holmes, Prof. 
Franz Boas and Prof. Clyde Miller. 





Coughlin Supports Front

DETROIT—“While I do not be- 
long to any unit of the Christian 
Front, nevertheless I do not dis- 
associate myself from that move- 
ment,” declared Charles E. Cough- 
lin in his weekly broadcast last 
Sunday, contradicting his own pre- 
vious statement in which he 
roundly disavowed” the Front. 

“T reaffirm every word which I 
have said in advocating its forma- 
tion,” the radio priest said. “I re-

curred and the township of Bialopol, thirty-six kilometers from 
Chelm on the road to Hrubiaszow. 

On Friday evening the remnants of the Chelm party reached a 
village two kilometers from Hrubiaszow and were ordered to camp 
in the fields. The camp was lit up with searchlights to prevent any 
from escaping. 

Meanwhile, the Nazis in Hrubiaszow issued a similar order to 
local Jewish males between the ages of 15 and 60 to appear on 
Saturday morning at a specified place outside the town. Unaware 
of the fate of the Chelm Jews, more than two thousand Hrubiaszow 
Jews asgembled between 7 and 9 o’clock on Saturday morning. 
Four hundred were freed and were told to return home. The others 
were lined up and were told they had been sentenced to expulsion. 
Their documents and valuables were confiscated and they were told 
they would be taken to the Soviet frontier. 

At 9:30 a. m. the remaining Jews from Chelm arrived and joined 
them. It was estimated the party now included 1,100 Jews from 
Chelm and 850 from Hrubiaszow. Before being marched off, they 
were told that those who returned would be treated as spies and 
executed. Although the frontier was only four kilometers distant, 
the Nazis took the Jews by a roundabout route covering more than 
fifty kilometers, chasing them across fields, woods and marshes 
from Hrubiaszow to Mieniany, Cuchoburze and Dolbyszow.

Executions Every Five Minutes 

Every five minutes the Nazis ordered those who were tired and 
unable to continue to stand aside. These were shot dead and their 
bodies were left lying in the fields. During the march Jews were 
not given food or drink and those trying to leave formation to take 
water from ditches were shot dead. 

When Dolbyszow was reached, the survivors were divided into 
two groups, one numbering about 550 and the other about 400. 
Thus 1,700 had been shot between Chelm and Hrubiaszow and be- 
tween Hrubiaszow and Dolbyszow. The larger party of 550 was 
marched off towards the frontier town of Sokal, and the party of 
400 towards Belzy. Of the smaller party only a few were shot 
dead before reaching the bridge over the Bug river, but of the larger 
party 250 were shot dead. 

Thus, during thé four-day march, a total of 1,950 were killed. 

The two parties reached Sokal and Belzy, respectively, on Mon- 
day, Dec. 4. At the Sokal bridge the 300 survivors of the 550 group 
were counted and were told that anyone failing to cross the river, 
either over the bridge or by swimming, within twenty minutes 
would be shot. Before crossing the Jews were allowed to have a 
meal of dry bread and water brought by Christians of Sokal. 

On reaching the Soviet side, the Jews had to wait three hours 
and then were given the decision of the Soviet authorities that they 
had to return to the German territory. Despite desperate resist- 
ance, they were taken acros the frontier by the Soviet guards and 
turned over to the Germans. 

Swim Across River 

AAt 7 o’clock in the evening the Jews were told by the Nazis 
that they would be shot unless they crossed the river again, at their 
own risk, at 6 o’clock the next morning. A number swam across and 
succeeded in entering Soviet territory undetected. The rest were 
arrested by the Soviet authorities but were not sent back. A few 
found refuge in neighboring villages on the German side. 

The 400 brought to Belzy crossed into Soviet territory, though 
they wére not admitted at first. A number of Jews at both Sokal 
and Belzy were drowned in attempting to swim across the river. 
Many who succeeded in crossing were takén to a Soviet hospital, 
where several died. During the four days of the march the Jews 
were given only one loaf of bread daily for each thirty men. 

At 7 o’clock in the evening, the Jews were told by the Nazis 
Nazi guard was heard to say, “I have already settled seventy-six 
myself,” and received the reply from another guard, “I have only 
killed sixty-three.” 

Among those killed was Isaac Lewenfuss, 55 years old, who had 
been the bookkeeper of the Hrubiaszow People’s Bank. He was 
completely exhausted and unable to carry on after arriving fifteen 
kilometers from Hrubiaszow. When he was ordered to lie down, 
which was the prelude to execution, his 20-year-old son Mendel 
offered to die in his place, but the offer was refused. The youth 
then declared, “Then shoot me together with my father.” A storm 
trooper said, “Oh, you are volunteering to die. Very well, it’s very 
nice of you.” Father and son were then shot together while locked 
in embrace.

Vatican Denounces 


Atrocities On Radio

VATICAN CITY—The Vatican 
radio this week broadcast an out- 
spoken denunciation of German 
atrocities and persecution in Nazi 
Poland, declaring they affronted 
the moral conscience of mankind. 
The broadcast cited the “unim- 
peachable testimony of eye wit- 
nesses to the horrors and inexcus- 
able excesses committed upon a 
helpless and homeless people, as 
peaceful and unpretentious as any 
in Europe.” 





Polish Jews Here 
Flay New Envoy 


NEW YORK—The Federation of 
Polish Jews in America has voiced 
its protest at the choice of General 
Jozef Haller, member of the exiled 
Polish cabinet, as good-will emis- 
sary to this country, who arrived 
here last Friday on the Rex. 


The action of the Federation, in 
the form of a resolution adopted 
by its Political Committee, was 
based on the ground that General 
Haller’s record is one of consistent 
hostility to the Jews and to demo- 
cratic ideals. 


The resolution stated in part: 
“We are amazed at the choice of 
| the Polish government, particularly 
since this government has official- 
ly professed its adherence to the 
ideals . of democracy and _ has 
aligned itself with the democratic 
countries of the world in the 
present struggle against the dark 
forces of totalitarianism. General 
Haller has an unsavory reputation 
as a reactionary anti-Semite and 
is heartily disliked by all enlight- 
ened Poles, regardless of race or 
creed. It is only necessary to re- 
cal! the brutality of his legion- 
naires in the days following the 
World War when they were the 
ring leaders in a wide spread anti- 
Semitic campaign in the course of 
which Jews were the victims of 
violent physical attacks throughout 
Poland. General Haller did noth- 
ing to curb these barbarous activi- 
ties.”

PARIS—The first concrete steps 
toward bringing relief to suffering 
Poles and Jews in Warsaw and ar- 
ranging delivery of money from 
relatives abroad to all sections of 


the Nazi-occupied Poland have 
been taken by the Belgian Red 
Cross. 


A transport of food, medical 
supplies and underwear, the first 
to reach war sufferers in Warsaw, 
was to leave Brussels to be dis- 
tributed in the former Polish cap- 
ital by officials of the Belgian Le- 
gation in cooperation with repre- 
sentatives of the Polish population 
and the Jewish community. 

Provision has been made by the 
Belgian Red Cross to assure that 
at least one-third of the supplies, 
corresponding to the Jews’ approx-

Connected With Front

Justice,” for May 23, 1938, the 
radio priest gave the Christian 
Front advice on how to improve its 
organizational methods so as to 
expand in size. 

In its issue of July 31, 1939, ac- 
cording to the editorial, “Social 
Justice” declared: “Organized 
along militant lines, as a defense 
mechanism against Red activities 
and as a protector of Christianity 
and Americanism, the ‘Christian 
Frant’ is spreading from Greater 
New York into Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton and other eastern centers.” 

In its issue of August 28, 1939. 
“Social Justice” stated, according 
to the editorial: “Father Coughlin 
approved the fine principles of 
Christian leadership espoused by 
young men of the ‘Christian 
Front’.” 

Last July 30, when, Christian 
Front public speakers were threat- 
ening pogroms against American 
Jewry, smashing Jewish shop-win- 
dows, and attacking Jews on the 
streets, according to The National 
Jewish Monthly, Coughlin said in a 
speech: “What proof . .. to indi- 
cate that the Christian Front culti- 
vates a state of war in the street? 
None!” 


And on the same day, according 
to the same source, Coughlin said 
in his regular radio broadcast: 
“The Christian Front is no longer 
a dream. It is a reality—a reality 
that grows stronger, more cour- 
ageous and more determined.” At 
the same time he threatened an 
eventual revolt against democracy, 
in “Franco’s way.” 

“Father Coughlin stands ac- 
cused,” declares The National Jew- 
ish Monthly, “as the ideological 
inspiration of the Christian Front. 

. And he will continue to inspire 
others in like fashion unless he is 
stopped from spreading the un- 
democratic and un-American 
poisons of racial and religious 
hatreds.”

The first American seal, the 
rabbi continued, showed the Chil- 
dren of Ireal fleeing out of Egypt 
with the motto, “Rebellion to tyr- 
ants is obedience to God.” 

“Despite the fact that we are a 
pacific people,” the rabbi said, 
“We have contributed our young 
men as fighters in every war in 
which Americans participated— 
from love of country.” 

During the World War, accord- 
ing to the rabbi, Jewry contributed 


the largest proportion of any 
group in the United States, “Al 
though we were less than three per 
cent of the population.” 

Music during the banquet was 
by Kurt Stern and Oscar Vogel, 
European refugees.

LONDON—A decision to fa- 


cilitate Jewish religious divorce 
for the “agunah,” wife who has 
not heard from her husband in 
many years, was announced by 
the Beth Din, Jewish religious 
court. 

The move, taken to avoid the 
same “agunah” problem which 
arose from the last war, pro- 
vides for the signing of a decla- 
ration by departing Jewish sol- 
diers before the Beth Din or a 
competent rabbi and two wit- 
nesses. By this declaration the 
husband, before his departure for 
war service, can give instructions 
for divorce to go into effect four 
or five years after the date of 
the declaration, if at that time 
there is no definite news as to 
his being alive or dead.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

Some of you may remember 
when I wrote about the bad habit 
I have of going to sleep during 
speeches. Formerly I used to have 
a good alibi, but even that is gone. 
In Louisville I used to get up at 
2 a.m and go to work. Of course, 
I’d usually get to bed at about 8 
p. m. the night before, so that I 
wasn’t missing as much sleep as 
the early rising might indicate. 
However, when a speaker of note 
came to town, I would naturally 
want to hear him: You know the 
result. I wodtild doze off (I don’t 
snore) and catch myself when my 
head, tottering on my neck, would 
unbalance my equilibrium. Once 
an Indiana rabbi came to Louisville, 
and although I sat in the rear, as 
I always did, he must have seen 
me, eyes tightly shut, inmune to his 
words of wisdom. That rabbi still 
doesn’t have much use for me, and 
I can’t blame him. 

But what I wanted to say is that 
the habit still persists. All I need 
is a warm auditorium and the 
steady purr of a principal speaker, 
and off I go. Recently I heard 
Maurice Samuels, Dr. A. L. Sachar 
and Rabbi Solomon Goldman. Now 
Rabbi Charry said Samuels’ speech 
was the best he had ever heard; 
Allen Bloom said that Sachar’s 
speech was the best he had ever 
heard and Leo Selig said that Gold- 
than’s speech was the best he had 
ever heard. So you see it wasn’t 
the company. 

I heard most of Goldman’s talk 
because Josh Fineberg was there 
to keep prodding me, but on the 
other hand, I couldn’t appreciate 
Mr. Samuels’ words, which it would 
seem to me every four or five sen- 
tences would rise to a crescendo (I 
remembered this because these cre- 
scendoes made me wake up with a 
start) because there was no one 
sitting beside me to poke me 
cruelly in the side. 

Now I know what is going to 
happen. Probably one of these 
days I’m going to fall asleep while 
I’m interviewing somebody. Or 
maybe sometime when I’m speak- 
ing to a group, I’m going to look 
arotnd and every one of them is 
going to be dozing off. 

Now I’m writing this because I 
don’t think the habit should evoke 
so much harsh criticism. Even if 
I do go to sleep occasionally, I 
manage to stay awake for at least 
part of the talk. And then, too, 
there are quite a group of us, and 
in company there is no misery. A 
person can go to sleep in bed, in 
the movies, at services or at a 
speaking. And since it is no ac- 
complishment to sleep in bed, I 
think that the next best place (I 
don’t go to movies) is at a speak- 
ing.

Are We Neglecting Local Organizations? 


HY THERE should be a problem of the slight- 
ing of local Jewish organizations in the frenzy 
to raise funds for overseas needs, is difficult to 
visualize, but evidently there is such a rub because 
the meeting in Detroit this weekend of the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds has 
as a principal part of its agenda the discussion of 
this very situation.

The problem calls for a “Solomon” solution, and 
undoubtedly the centering of the best thought of 
the communities on the problem should evolve a 
workable technique for allocations committees to 
follow.
